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EEPOKT  OF  THE  COLORED  HOME, 

For  the  Year  ending  April  SOth,  1851. 


The  members  of  the  Society  for  the  Support  and 
Management  of  the  Colored  Home,  take  pleasure  in  an- 
nouncing at  this,  the  close  of  its  eleventh  year,  the  con- 
tinued success  of  their  labors  in  this  enterprise.  The 
smiles  of  a  benignant  Providence  have  rested  upon  them, 
and  prospered  them  beyond  their  expectations. 

Since  our  last  Report,  the  First  Directress  has  re- 
moved her  residence  to  Williamsburg  ;  but  the  increased 
difficulties  of  reaching  the  Home,  have  not  been  sufficient 
to  prevent  her  weekly  visits,  and  constant  supervision  of 
its  affairs.  If,  however,  her  visits  should  at  any  time  be 
suspended  by  sickness,  or  other  unavoidable  circum- 
stance, the  Managers  have  such  entire  confidence  in  the 
good  jugment  and  kind  feeling  of  the  Steward  and  Ma- 
tron of  the  institution,  that  they  would  feel  no  concern  in 
regard  to  it.  Indeed,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Beatty  have  proved 
by  their  self-denying  labors  in  its  behalf,  during  the 
whole  period  of  their  connection  with  the  institution,  that 
they  are  wholly  devoted  to  their  duties,  and  are  willing, 
nay,  in  true  missionary  spirit,  glad  to  make  sacrifices  for 
its  interests. 
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The  Managers  consider  themselves  peculiarly  happy 
in  having  retained  the  services  of  their  Resident  Physi- 
cian at  the  Home.  Through  long  years  of  arduous  labor 
— in  its  adversity  and  in  its  prosperity,  he  has  adhered  to 
it  until  its  interests  have  become  his  own  ;  and  he  pursues 
them  with  a  heartiness  and  zeal  which  it  would  be  vain  to 
expect  in  one  actuated  by  mercenary  motives. 

Since  the  last  Report  was  rendered,  the  building 
therein  mentioned  as  in  progress,  designed  in  part  for 
workshops,  has  been  completed  ;  and  so  far  as  our  means 
would  allow,  has  been  put  to  its  intended  use.  The  only 
branch  of  industry  yet  attempted,  in  consequence  of  its 
requiring  less  capital  than  any  other,  is  the  manufacture 
of  willow  covers  for  bottles  ;  and  the  plan  pursued,  of 
making  the  labor  voluntary  and  remunerative,  has  proved 
in  this  limited  experiment  entirely  successful. 

We  had  hoped  to  have  reported  at  this  time  the  com 
pletion,  or  progress  towards  completion,  of  our  centre 
building.  The  Committee  of  the  Board,  appointed  for 
the  purpose,  have  had  several  plans  under  consideration. 
We  have  also  received  some  generous  benefactions  to- 
wards the  work  within  the  year  ;  among  which  we  would 
mention,  with  peculiar  gratii&cation,  one  of  8-500  from 
M'lle  Lind  ;  yet  the  expense  of  building  has  been  so  great 
for  some  time  past,  that  we  have  felt  hardly  authorized 
in  calling  on  the  public  for  the  aid  that  we  shall  need, 
and  feel  confident  we  shall  receive,  for  the  prosecution  of 
this  important  work.  We  only  wait  a  more  favorable 
time,  and  we  trust  the  delay  will  be  but  short ;  mean- 
while, religious  services  continue  to  be  held  in  the  large 
room  in  the  east  wing,  which,  though  it  does  not  furnish 
all  needed  chapel  accommodations,  is  often  filled  with  the 
inmates,  who  assemble  there  for  public  worship  on  four 
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days  of  the  week.  Rev.  Mr.  Darling,  their  devoted  Chap- 
lin, continues  his  labors  at  the  institution  with  unflagging 
zeal,  and  we  believe  with  increasing  interest  among  the 
inmates. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Peters,  a  minister  of  the  Episcopal 
church,  has  visited  the  Home,  and  read  prayers  with  such  of 
the  inmates  as  chose  to  attend,  twice  each  week,  for  many 
months  'past,  and  we  are  sure  that  many  among  them 
esteem  his  visits  precious  and  himself  dear  for  his  work's 
sake. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Ray,  a  missionary  among  his  colored 
brethren,  continues  among  our  pensioners  his  labor  of 
love,  which  will,  no  doubt,  '•  be  accepted"  by  the  great 
Head  of  the  church,  who  is  "  no  respecter  of  persons." 

Several  Methodist  clergymen  and  laymen  also,  have 
devoted  much  missionary  labor  to  the  Home  during  the 
year,  which  has  been  cordially  received  by  the  inmates, 
and  for  which  the  Board  take  this  opportunity  of  express- 
ing their  thanks. 

A  large  committee  of  the  managers  were  appointed  for 
the  year,  as  usual,  to  visit  the  Home  for  the  purpose  of 
religious  reading  and  conversation  with  the  inmates ; 
from  their  monthly  reports  we  learn  that  most  of  them 
have  been  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  these  duties.  An 
extract  from  the  February  report  will  convey  an  idea  of 
the  amount  of  labor  performed  by  this  committee  and  by 
others  in  this  department.  -  From  December  30th  to 
February  17th,  eight  members  of  the  committee  read 
twelve  times  to  the  Home,  three  other  managers  three 
times,  and  seven  ladies,  only  connected  with  the  institu- 
tion by  their  exertions  for  its  welfare,  have  read  eigh- 
teen times,  making  thirty-three  reading  visits  in  the  last 
seven  weeks."     This  number  of  visits  in  so  short  a  time. 
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is  larger  than  the  average.;  but  it  is  cheering  to  observe 
that  the  interest  felt  for  the  pensioners  of  the  Home  in- 
creases rather  than  diminishes.  The  report  above  cited 
adds,  "  The  fruits  of  this  labor  may  be  seen  in  the  im- 
proved behavior  of  the  inmates,  and  in  the  concern  mani- 
fested by  them  for  hearing  the  word  of  God." 

We  feel  certain  that  few,  if  any,  of  the  recipients  of 
public  charity  in  our  land  enjoy  so  much  religious  instruc- 
tion and  so  many  of  the  means  of  grace  as  the  inmates  of 
the  Colored  Home ;  and  we  should  be  unjust  to  them 
and  to  ourselves,  did  we  not  say  what  we  believe  in  re- 
gard to  them,  that  they  are  not  unmindful  of  their  high 
privilege,  and  that,  considering  the  degraded  position  oc- 
cupied by  many  of  them  previous  to  their  admission  to 
the  Home,  their  advance  in  religious  knowledge  and  in 
practical  piety,  exceeds  that  of  many  more  enlightened 
members  of  society ;  to  sustain  this  assertion,  we  have 
but  to  make  some  extracts  from  the  monthly  reports  of 
the  chaplain.  "June,  1850.  The  following  statement 
relative  to  one  of  the  recent  inmates  of  the  Home,  is  well 
calculr.ted  to  encourage  faith  and  persevering  exertion 
when  all  human  means  seem  to  fail.  Lucy  Adams,  seven- 
teen years  of  age.  entered  the  Shatzel  department  of  the 
Home  in  December,  1849.  So  depraved  and  abandoned 
was  she,  that  though  feeble  and  sickly,  consent  was  re- 
luctantly given  for  her  to  remain  in  the  institution.  Dur- 
ing that  gracious  outpouring  of  the  Spirit  which  was  ex- 
perienced the  last  winter,  she  was  persuaded  by  Christian 
friends  to  attend  religious  services  which  were  held  al- 
most every  day.  Early  in  February  Lucy  became  alarm- 
ed at  her  moral  condition,  and  in  a  few  days  was  led  to 
cry  for  mercy,  and  desired  Christian  friends  to  pray  with 
and  for  her.      During   the  following  evening  she   found 
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jpea-ce,  and  continued  from  that  time  to  evince  by  her 
Christian  deportment  that  a  work  of  grace  had  commenced 
in  her  soul.  She  continued  to  decline  in  health  till  May, 
when  she  died.  On  the  day  of  her  decease,  she  exhorted 
her  friends  to  prove  faithful,  and  to  meet  her  in  heaven. 
The  matron,  who  was  with  her  when  she  expired,  re- 
marks, '  Lucy  was  perfectly  conscious  to  the  last  moment, 
and  expressed  a  firm  hope  that  she  was  going  to  be  with 
Christ.'  Such  was  the  peaceful  exit  of  one  whose  case 
seemed  hopeless  ;  teaching  us  this  important  lesson,  that 
nothing  is  too  hard  for  the  Lord,  and  that  the  most  de- 
praved are  not  beyond  the  reach  of  His  mercy." 

Sept.  1850.  "  The  field  of  religious  effort  which  we  are 
attempting  to  cultivate  still  presents  encouragement  for 
unwearied  and  persevering  exertion  ;  it  is  '  a  field  which 
the  Lord  hath  blessed,'  and,  we  doubt  not,  will  continue 
to  bless,  and  ultimately  gather  from  it  a  rich  harvest  of 
precious  souls,  which  shall  be  jewels  in  the  Saviour's 
crown.  On  a  recent  visit  to  the  sick  and  infirm  who 
were  prevented  from  uni-ting  with  us  in  the  public  wor- 
ship of  Grod,  my  attention  was  called  to  one  far  advanced 
in  life,  who  had  long  been  a  member  of  an  evangelical 
church  in  this  city,  and  evidently  well  educated  in  the 
■school  of  Christ.  On  inquiring  if  the  Sabbath  had  been 
a  good  day  to  her,  she  replied,  '  Yes,  I  spend  every  day 
alike  with  Jesus.  Whenever  I  call  upon  him,  he  hears 
me.  He  is  all  my  confidence:  I  am  nothing  of  myself; 
but  when  I  look  to  Him,  h«  breathes  upon  me.  He  is  pre- 
cious. He  is  my  all,  and  what  more  can  I  wanit  He 
stooped  so  low  to  pick  me  up  ;  and  through  him  I  hope  to 
gain  the  victory  and  reach  my  Father's  house.  Though  I 
am  now  in  the  wilderness,  Jesus  will  bring  me  out ;  my 
mind  and  heart  are  all  on  him.'  " 
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"  Lord's  day,  Dec.  8th,  was  an  interesting  season.  After 
the  usual  services,  several  individuals  remained  for  Chris- 
tian counsel,  whose  attention  has  recently  been  awakened 
to  their  spiritual  welfare  ;  all  of  them  seem  determined  to 
make  the  salvation  of  the  soul  their  chief  concern,  and  to 
devote  the  remnant  of  life  to  the  service  of  God.  It 
was  affecting  to  see  those  who  were  the  friends  of  the  Ke- 
deemer  leading  forward  their  unconverted  associates,  that 
they  might  listen  to  religious  conversation.  We  hope 
these  may  be  but  the  few  drops  which  often  precede  the 
plentiful  shower." 

"  In  the  hospital  I  addressed  an  aged  woman,  who  re- 
marked that  she  had  been  a  professor  thirty-six  years,  and 
had  never  yet  become  weary  of  the  service  of  her  blessed 
Master.  She  thought  her  prospects  grew  brighter  as  she 
advanced ;  she  loved  to  pray  ;  she  loved  to  think  of  Jesus 
Christ.  Such  (adds  Mr.  Darling)  was  the  simple  testi- 
mony given  by  this  aged  servant  of  God  to  the  power  and 
comfort  of  religion  in  her  soul.'' 

In  February  and  in  March.  Mr.  Darling  further  men- 
tions in  his  report,  "  cheering  indications  of  the  presence  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  at  the  Home,  leading  many  of  the  inmates  to 
ask  earnestly  for  the  way  of  salvation,  while  several  profess 
to  have  found  peace  in  believing.  Of  the  latter  class,  he 
mentions  a  blind  girl,  whose  former  conduct  has  occasioned 
much  trouble  to  the  managers  of  the  Home,  and  who,  un- 
til lately,  has  seemed  sullen  and  impenetrable — with  spi- 
ritual vision  as  hopelessly  dark  as  that  of  her  bodily 
organs.  She  had  been  taught  to  read  at  the  Institution 
for  the  Blind,  and  noiv  her  chief  pleasure  seems  to  be  in 
perusing  with  skilful  fingers  those  pages  of  divine  truth 
which  furnish  the  only  guide  to  her  benighted  soul,  and 
her  only  hope  of  final  salvaliuu." 
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"  Surely,  with  so  many  instances  of  the  power  of  truth 
on  the  hearts  of  the  pensioners  of  the  Home,  its  friends 
have  every  reason  for  encouragement,  even  though  many 
may  remain  unimpressed,  and  some  return  to  evil  habits 
after  having  showed  signs  of  penitence  and  conversion ; 
for  such  individuals,  says  Mr.  Darling,  our  only  hope  is, 
that  the  Almighty  will  hear  prayer,  and  ultimately  bless 
the  religious  counsel  that  has  been  imparted.  '  All  things 
are  possible  with  God ;'  and  '  a  word  fitly  spoken  is  like 
apples  of  gold  in  pictures  of  silver.'  " 

The  managers  of  the  Home  wish  to  call  attention 
to  the  fact,  that  one  of  their  number  has  recently 
compiled  a  book  of  memorials  of  a  number  of  its  former 
pensioners,  who,  we  hope,  have  found  a  home  in  those 
mansions  prepared  by  the  Saviour  for  those  that  love 
him.  Aside  from  the  general  interest  of  the  work  to 
the  Christian  reader,  it  must  prove  a  very  acceptable 
offering  to  many  who  were  connected  with  the  subjects  of 
the  memoirs  as  friends,  or  employers,  or  both.  As,  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  this  work,  after  defraying  the  expense 
of  its  publication,  are  devoted  by  the  writer,  Mrs.  Thomp- 
son, to  the  fund  for  the  additional  building  to  be  erected 
for  the  Institution,  we  hope  many  may  be  induced  to  pur- 
chase it,  and  we  are  sure  they  will  find  in  its  perusal  a 
rich  return  for  their  liberality.* 

The  following  testimonial  to  the  value  of  this  work, 
from  the  pen  of  a  distinguished  divine  of  this  city,  we 
give  with  the  more  confidence  that  it  was  unsolicited. 
"  The  conception  of  the  volume  is  very  beautiful,  with 
whomsoever  it  originated,  and  no  one  can  read  these  sim- 
ple annals  of  the  pious  poor — the  aged,  infirm  and  suffer- 
ing children  of  Africa — without   being  moved  to  tears.

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Nothing  can  be  more  pathetic  than  the  testimony  given 
by  some  of  these  simple-hearted  Christians  to  the  truth 
of  our  common  religious  faith." 

Amidst  many  circumstances  of  encouragement,  and 
many  causes  of  congratulation  which  have  presented 
themselves  to  us  on  a  review  of  the  past  year,  we 
mourn  the  recent  lamented  death  of  Miss  Bunco,  for 
many  years  an  efficient  manager  in  this  Institution,  and 
a  very  constant  and  warm  friend  to  its  interests  and 
its  beneficiaries.  It  calls  upon  each  one  of  us  to  work 
diligently  in  this  field  of  labor  while  the  day  lasts,  that 
when  the  night  of  death  cometh,  v:e  may  with  lier^  and 
with  all  the  faithful,  receive  the  divine  welcome  to  our 
eternal  rest 


Note. — Since  the  foregoing  report  was  prepared  for  the  press,  an 
inscrutable  Providence  has  suddenly  removed  by  death,  one  of  the 
best  beloved  of  our  band,  the  lamented  Mrs.  Augusta  Arcularius. 

Her  labors  in  behalf  of  the  Colored  Home  had  been  unintermitted 
during  the  last  eight  years.  By  her  liberality  in  its  support,  her  con^ 
stant  kindness  to  its  inmates,  and  her  hearty  furtherance  of  every 
scheme  designed  for  their  benefit,  she  endeared  herself  to  all  their 
hearts,  and  was  followed  by  the  prayers  of  many  of  God's  poor.  We 
doubt  not  she  has  her  reward,  in  the  favor  and  acceptance  of  her 
Heavenly  Master,  who  found  her  toiling  and  suffering  in  many  a  field 
of  holy  labor  here  ;  and  in  the  midst  of  her  days,  while  her  work,  to 
us,  seemed  but  half  finished.  He  has  taken  her  in  triumph  to  her 
eternal  rest ;  thus  adding  another  to  the  many  admonitions  that  we 
do  with  our  might  what  our  hands  find  to  do,  remembering  that 
there  is  no  work  or  device  in  the  grave  whither  we  are  hastening. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Board  at  their  meet- 
ing. May  26fch,  1851,  a  copy  of  which  was  sent  to  the  afflicted  hus- 
band and  family  of  the  deceased  : 

"  Resolved,  That  while  we  feel  deeply  the  heavy  affliction  that 
God  has  laid  upon  us  and  upon  the  Institution  with  which  we  are  con- 
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nected,  in  removing  from  us  by  death  one  so  ready  in  counsel,  so 
generous  in  spirit  and  so  prompt  in  every  benevolent  work  as  our  dear 
friend  and  fellow-laborer,  Mrs.  Augusta  Arcularius,  and  while  we 
mourn  our  loss,  and  that  of  the  poor,  who  loved  her  as  a  friend,  we 
would  respectfully  tender  to  her  bereaved  husband  and  family  this  ex- 
pression of  our  heartfelt  sympathy  in  their  deeper  grief,  their  irrepar- 
able loss."

EXTRACT  FKOM  RESIDENT  PHYSICIANS 
REPORT  OF  THE  COLORED  HOME. 

From  January,  iSoO,  tu  January,  1851. 


"  The  Institution  has  never  presented  itself  under  circuinstan- 
ces  of  greater  encouragement  than  at.  present.  During-  the  past 
year  an  additional  well-ventilated  building  has  been  added  to  tlie 
others  previously  erected,  and  other  arrangements  have  been 
made  for  the  further  accommodation  and  comfort  of  our  inmates. 
In  addition  to  these  improvements  we  have  introduced  a  new  fea- 
ture in  the  shape  of  two  spacious  rooms,  suitable  for  workshops, 
which  have  now,  for  the  last  three  months,  been  occupied  for  that 
purpose.  The  whole  extent  of  our  buildings  now  is  somewhat 
over  350  feet  in  length,  and  from  25  to  30  feet  in  depth  ;  and  for 
ventilation,  &c.  it  is  thought  they  can  hardly  be  surpassed  by  any 
of  our  public  Institutions  in  this  vicinity, 

"  As  may  have  been  expected,  the  number  of  those  which  have 
been  placed  under  our  charge  during  the  past  year  has  somewhat 
exceeded  that  of  any  other  period  since  the  opening  of  the  Institu- 
tion, This  has  undoubtedly  been'owing  to  the  desolating  influ- 
ence of  the  cholera,  which  prevailed  to  so  great  an  extent  among 
this  class  of  people,  the  greater  portion  of  those  sent  us  from 
the  Aims-House  having  suffered  from  an  attack  of  that  epidemic 
more  or  less  severe,  and  were  at  the  time  of  admission  laboring 
under  some  chronic  disease,  the  result  of  that  scourge.  An  un- 
usually large  number  of  cases  of  consumption  have  been  record- 
ed ;  indeed,  that  and  dropsy  have  been  the  principal  diseases  we 
have  had  to  contend  with,  as  will  be  seen  by  our  bills  of  mortal- 
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'ty  ;  yet  this  Institution  has  never  been  for  a  whole  aeason  so 
generally  healthy,  and  so  entirely  free  from  epidemic  ;  not  a  case 
of  fever  has  ono:inated  with  us,  nor  continued  for  any  length  of 
time  when  received  ;  and  I  believe  I  may  say  not  one  has  proved 
fatal.  We  have  also  been  entirely  free  from  diarrhoea,  which  has 
always  prevailed  as  an  epidemic  among  us  more  or  less  severely 
during  the  summer  months  ;  yet  as  a  general  thing  those  admitted 
have  been  more  feeble,  less  susceptible  of  remedial  agents,  and  re- 
quired sustaining  by  a  more  generous  diet  than  at  any  former 
period. 

'•  In  the  examination  of  the  Institution  a  few  weeks  since  by 
some  members  of  the  Corporation,  the  Hospital  attracted  their  at- 
tention, and  the  Committee  were  pleased  to  express  their  satisfac- 
tion at  the  good  order  and  neatness  which  prevailed  there.  I  am 
greatly  indebted  for  this  to  my  inestimable  Assistant,  Dr.  R.  G- 
Perkins,  whose  great  devotedness  to  the  arduous  duties  of  that 
department,  has  frequently  called  forth  the  admiration  of  visitors, 
as  likewise  the  approval  and  thanks  of  our  Managers. 

"  But  the  most  gratifying  circumstance  connected  with  our  In- 
stitution during  the  past  year,  and  so  long  had  in  contemplation, 
is  the  opening  of  workshops,  and  the  commencement  of  a  sys- 
tematic plan  for  the  cultivation  of  habits  of  industry.  And  when 
it  is  recollected  that  the  class  of  people  committed  to  our  care  are 
those  who  have  never  been  accustomed  to  any  steady  or  syste- 
matic kind  of  employment  as  a  means  of  livelihood,  the  result  of  our 
experime  nt  has  been  most  satisfactory.  We  have  been  obliged  to 
begin  the  work  on  a  very  limited  scale,  the  Board  not  being  in 
funds  to  make  sufficient  appropriation  for  any  very  extended  means 
of  employment ;  yet  so  gratifying  has  been  the  influence  of  volun- 
tary labor,  with  a  limited  remuneration  for  the  same,  on  the  moral 
and  physical  character  of  those  thus  employed,  that  we  feel,  now 
indeed  has  our  work  of  Reform  among  this  people  begun  ;  and  we 
confidently  look  forward  to  the  time,  as  our  means  increase,  to  make 
the  Colored  Home  a  House  of  Industry. 

"  It  has  been  a  part  of  the  plan  adopted  with  us,  that  the  labor 
accomplished  by  the  inmates  be  entirely  voluntary,  and  that  re- 
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muneration  be  made  at  the  end  of  each  week  to  every  one,  accord- 
ing to  the  amount  and  quality  of  his  or  her  work.  The  only  re- 
quirement that  is  made  of  them  is,  that  they  shall  keep  themselves 
decently  clad ;  and  for  their  clothing,  they  are  expected  to  pay  a 
small  tax  on  its  valuation,  according  to  their  ability.  The  good  ef- 
fect of  this  plan  upon  the  general  character  of  those  thus  employ- 
ed, soon  becomes  very  apparent.  In  the  first  place,  it  immediate- 
ly raises  them  above  the  grade  of  paupers, — they  feel  that  they 
have  earned  what  they  possess  ;  and  consequently  soon  become 
more  careful  of  their  own  property,  having  acquired  by  habits  of 
industry  some  sense  of  its  value,  and  also  become  more  cleanly  in 
their  appearance. 

"  I  have  never  known  an  instance  where  this  requirement  of  a 
small  tax  for  clothing  has  been  objected  to,  but  always  cheerfully 
and  sometimes  thankfully  paid  ;  and  I  know  not  that  I  have  ever 
during  my  life  witnessed  any  thing  more  gratifying  than  the  de- 
hght  with  which  some  of  the  inmates  have  viewed  a  suit  of  new 
clothes  which  were  the  first  fruits  of  honest  industry.  One  of 
our  inmates  had  kept  his  bed  from  partial  paralysis  for  four  years, 
yet  has  been  assisted  to  the  workshop  each  morning  and  employ- 
ed himself  daily,  expressing  his  warmest  thanks  that  opportunity 
had  thus  been  given  him,  not  only  to  make  himself  useful,  but  also 
in  a  measure  independent ;  while  his  health  under  this  employment, 
and  its  consequent  influences  on  his  moral  and  physical  nature, 
has  been  astonishingly  improved. 

"  It  will  be  perceived  that  our  object  thus  far  has  been  the  cul- 
tivation of  habits  of  industry  only,  with  the  hope  of  affecting  the 
general  character,  rather  than  with  the  view  of  bringing  a  reve- 
nue to  the  Institution.  The  one  seemed  to  be  necessary  as  a  pre- 
liminary step  to  the  other — for  in  all  our  operations  from  the  com- 
mencement of  this  work  we  have  slowly  progressed  in  the  intro- 
duction of  means  of  employment,  and  only  as  experience  has 
proved  to  us  the  expediency  of  a  measure,  and  invited  us  to  pro- 
ceed with  it,  have  we  done  so. 

"  The  only  occupation  we  have  thus  far  been  able  to  introduce 
s  that  of  the  willow  work,  or  the  covering  of  bottles,  demijohns, 
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&c.  In  this,  as  far  as  we  have  proceeded,  we  have  been  very 
successful ;  but  it  is  one  that  can  be  pursued  only  to  a  very  lim- 
ited extent,  and  cannot  be  depended  on.  The  great  point  to  be 
obtained  is  steady  emflnyment. 

"  It  is  now  the  seventh  year  since  this  Institution  entered  upon 
the  work  of  taking  under  its  care  all  the  poor  of  the  Colored  popu- 
lation of  our  city.  During  that  period  nearly  four  thousand  per- 
sons, men,  women,  and  children,  have  been  partakers  of  this  chari- 
ty,— our  arrangements  are  now  ample  for  the  accommodation  of 
all  who  may  apply  for  relief.  We  need  only  the  Croton  water, 
that  our  plans  for  cleanliness  may  be  carried  out,  and  as  a  petition 
is  now  before  the  Common  Council  for  that  purpose,  we  hope  ere 
another  year  passes  around,  that  we  may  be  able  to  report  our 
arrangements  for  Baths,  so  very  necessary  to  the  health  of  our  In- 
mates, to  be  completed."
